U.N. Hails

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Delegates hailed today conces­ 
sions b y the United States and the 
Soviet Union on two main friction 
points over Cub a as a b ig step 
out of the crisis.

Communists' Offer 
For Cease-Fire 
Rejected 


NEW DELHI, India (AP)—Chi­ 
nese Commun.st troops have b rok­ 
en through Indian defenses south 
of Bomdila and are plunging to­ 
ward the plains of Assam, a De­ 
fense Ministry spokesman said to­ 
day. 
In a parallel strike, the Red Chi­ 
nese were reported to have ad­ 
vanced ab out 65 miles in the Luhit 
River Valley at the eastern end of 
the Himalayan front. 
The announcement of these ac­

The Defense spokesman refused 
to say what would b e the Indian 
arm y reaction to the Red Chinese 
declaration of a cease-fire. 
He left the impression at his 
daily b riefing that the Indians 
would continue shooting at invad­ 
ers. 
Nehru told Parliam ent earlier 
that the Chinese declaration for 
the cease-fire and a withdrawal 
had not b een officially received 
here.

They are say ing the Solid South is a thing 
o f the p ast, like the Rep ublicanism of Maine, 
New Ham p shire and Vermont. They are p re­ 
dicting that a Rep ublican p residential can­ 
didate with strong ap p eal to anti-Kennedy 
D em ocrats in the 11 Southern states might 
p ry their 128 electoral v otes out of the 
D em ocratic p arty ’s grasp . 


In these states and the border states, say 
the p ulse-feelers, a Kennedy ticket would 
ha v e to fight fo r ev ery electoral v ote it re­ 
ceiv ed. In so me states there would be three 
sla tes o f electo rs, in others unp ledged elec­ 
to rs. In 
still 
others Rep ublican 
electors 
would win, as they hav e been winning 
in 
Tennessee and Florida recently . 


THE QUESTION is whether Rep ublicans 
wil 
be temp ted to throw' away their hop e 
of edging into the big-city Democratic v ote 
of the North in fav or of a chance to break 
up the slid Democratic South. 


The temp tation would be strong; 
there 
can be no doubt about that. The Dem ocratic 
p arty ’s p residential p rosp ects are tied to 
those 128 electoral v otes in the 11 Southern 
states, p lus the border states with historic 
Democratic inclination. If this bloc could be 
tern could be set into v igorous motion in the 
broken up p ermanently , if a two-p arty sy s- 
Southern states—Rep ublican fears of being 
a p erm anent minority could be allay ed. 
The risk would be the effect on Northern 
v oters, esp ecially in the cities. 


WOULD VOTERS forgiv e Rep ublicans for 
soliciting the sup p ort of dissident Democrats 
angry at the Kennedy administration for its 
civ il rights p rogram ? 
Or would they giv e Rep ublicans the bene- 
it of the same double v ision that has m ade 
it p ossible for Democrats to think of John 
F. Kennedy and Ly ndon B. Johnson as be­ 
ing on the same side of the coin? 
In other words, could Rep ublicans get 
away with a ticket comp osed of a Northern 
liberal and a Southern stand-p atter0 
Would it draw v otes in Clev eland, Detroit, 
Chicago, Philadelp hia and Los Angeles: 
T hat’s the chance Rep ublicans would take.

Nobody thought their remov al would be 
as easy to arrange as it turned out to be, 
either. It was so easy , in fact that the 
United States felt it must hav e underesti­ 
m ated its strength in the p ast and has been 
feeling good about its new-found p ower ev er 
since. 


But there is a p ssibility it has been too 
easy 
• 


THE POSSIBILITY is related to the fact 
the Sov et Union asserted its p otential ag­ 
gressiv e p ower in Cuba in three forms— 
missiles, bombers and submarines. 
It say s it has remov ed the missiles, though 
the United State has no way of knowing 
this to be true. 


Castro say s it's all right with him if it 
remov es the bombers, 
a 
statem ent 
that 
means nothing in and by itself. 
But no one is say ing any thing about re­ 
mov ing the submarines. If these are sub­ 
m arines cap able of firing nuclear missiles, 
they would be the counterp art of the U S. 
Polaris weap ons sy stem, designed to re­ 
p lace all other missile sy stems ev entually . 


IT COULD BE that under cov er of taking 
its wooden horse out of Troy in sep arate 
p ieces, the Sov iet Union is building a sub­ 
m arine base in Cuba under the noses of the 
defenders of Guantanamo—a nuclear whale 
for a wooden horse. 
Ev ery body 
admits 
that 
Russian sub­ 
m arines hav e been seen in Cuban waters. 
Ev ery body knows Russians ship s hav e been 
busy in the North Atlantic for m any month 
Ev ery body in Cuba knows about ev idence of 
heav y construction that has no connection 
whh missile bases or airfields. 
Yet nobody talks about submarines. Why ? 


Rediscovering the Obvious 


The United Kingdom would hav e been en­ 
thusiastic about the Europ ean Common M ar­ 
ket from the word “ go” if its farm ers 
hadn’t been skep tical. 
Now it's the United States whose farm ers 
may hav t second thoughts about this mo­ 
mentous mov e to unite Europ e on a basis 
of mutual trade adv antage.

In the way the p receding generation liv ed . 
thought. 
Indep endent thought and action are the 
SDirit of the times. Today the sons of men 
who snuddered at William Jennings Bry an 
are tub-thump ing for ideas that would hav e 
made Bry an loosen his collar and gasp for 
air 
On the other hand, men who once shouted 
themselv es giddy for things like free silv er 
begat children who tell y ou with red-necked 
v ehemence they ' want to go all the way back 
to the economics of Grov er Clev eland. The 
wild men of y esterday begat the cautious 
men of today and v ice v ersa. 
Pollsters keep say ing the United States is 
close to 60-40 in p arty div ision based on reg­ 
istration. This could be ex p lained by the 
switch of hundreds of thousands of men and 
women who grew up in families that esp ous­ 
ed what now is the minority when it was the 
m ajority — and it was almost continuously 
from the Civ il War to the G reat Dep ression. 
It’s an interesting p ossibility . 
It means, if true, that in the long run the 
numerically larger p arty is in the p rocess of 
becoming numerically sm allef as the new 
generation rejects the p arent generation and 
either g o es ov er to the other p arty or b- 
co mes unaffiliatd.

It all began in the gold and 
white East Room. President Ken­ 
tucky had inv ited some 200 lead­ 
ers of the nation’s unions to come 
and sign a p ledge that they would 
op en 
their organizations to all 
minorities. 


Many of the labor leaders nev er 
had been to the White House. 
Their ap p ointment was set for 11 
o’clock. But so eager were they 
to see the inside of the home of 
p residents, they began gathering 
at 10 a.m. 


By 10:30 there were some 60 
men, av id to stroll through the 
first floor and see for the first 
tim e the Blue Room, the Gold 
Room, p erhap s the Fish Room or 
some of the sacred second-floor 
rooms, 
such 
as 
Lincln’s. 


WHEN THEY TRIED to stroll 
out of the East Room, they found 
them ielv es 
restricted. The 
Sec­ 
ret Serv ice barred their way out. 
They were told they were con­ 
fined to the East 
Room 
until 
they 
would 
be 
joined 
by 
the 
President for the formal signing 
of the documents. Someone asked 
the officer in charge why they 
were being kep t inside the room. 
Heis rep ly stirred resentm ent. 
The Secret Srv ice had cleared 
the floor for other v isitors. Who? 
The Bolshoi Ballet troup e of 120 
dancers and their stage p eop le 
being brought in by His Ex cel­ 
lency the Sov iet am bassador and 
Mrs. Anatoly Dobry nin. 
The 
American 
labor 
leaders 
are unaccustomed to such treat­ 
ment. 
Furtherm ore, they 
were 
angered by the lack of trust in 
their sense of discretion. 
And 
they were startled by the deci­ 
sion 
to keep 
them 
locked 
in 
while the Russian troup e troop ed 
through the White House. 
Someone 
snap p ed 
out 
some­ 
thing like, "The Russians, y et? 
We, 
no?” Then one nationally 
p rominent labor leader seriously 
suggested 
walking 
out. 
There 
was genuine bitterness. Someone 
else 
growled 
something 
about 
striking and let’s p icket. 
Suddenly the Secret Serv ice of­ 
ficer, hav ing dep arted for a bit, 
returned and op ened the door. 
If President Kennedy knew of 
the incident, he did not learn of 
it from the labor leaders. Nothing 
was said during the official meet­ 
ing with him later. 
But it is 
certain that some of them would 
hav e walked out. 
Inside American labor there is 
deep distrust of the Sov iets. U.S. 
unions are p ractically the only 
national force in our land which 
has refused to go along with the 
official p eop le-to-p eop le and 
cul­ 
tura l ex cha ng es. 


They ’ll sup p ort American cul­ 
ture, y es. Russian, no. Many of 
the labor leaders for ex amp le, 
returned for a two-hour cocktail 
recep tion giv en by Mrs. 
John 
Kennedy to raise enthusiasm and 
funds for the National Culture 
Center. 
There is good reason for the 
bitterness on the p art of U.S. 
labor, 
under 
such 
leaders 
as 
George Meany and the p hilosop h­ 
ical p ace-setter, Dav id Dubinsky , 
towards the Sov iets. 
The day before the labor men 
had gone to the White House, 
their Ex ecutiv e Council had v ot­ 
ed $150,000 to build a new global 
"A new ‘Labor and Social In­ 
ternational Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions in Brussels. The 
ICFTU fights Communist labor on 
a world front. 
Not too long ago the Confed­ 
eration issued this rep ort to its 
international 
leaders, 
including, 
of course, the American union­ 
ists; 
“ A new ‘Labor and Social In« 
surance Book’ will be issued to 
the entire working p op ulation of 
the Sov iet Zone of Germany in 
p lace of the p resent Tabor book’ 
and insurance card. 
“ . . .T he labor book’ has been 
in op eration in the Sov iet Union 


for many y ears and was also 
in use by the Nazi regime in 
Germany . It is in fact an emp loy ­ 
m ent record which enables the 
authorities to control the whole 
v ocational career and p articip a­ 
tion in p roduction of the worker. 
P r o m o t i o n or downgrading, 
awards or warnings, p roduction 
p ledges, v oluntary unp aid ov er­ 
tim e work as well as transfers 
from one job to another are not­ 
ed in this book. 
"As all of these are directly 
linked with 
the w orkers’ 
p oli­ 
tical attitude toward the state and 
the state-emp loy er and are used 
as a means of coercion, the book 
will giv e the p olice an imm ediate 
indication of whether the worker 
is fully sup p orting the demands 
of the regime for ex tra labor,.or 
whether he is indifferent or a p o- 
tent;al op p onent.” 
These cards are linked to new­ 
ly built Nazi-ty p e barbed w i r e 
concentration 
camp s 
to 
which 
anti-Communists are now being 
sent. They ’re called Work Edu­ 
cation Camp s. Dachau and Burh- 
enwald began that way . 
Small 
wonder 
the 
American 
labor leaders refused to be sec­ 
ond-class guests in the p resence 
of the rep resentativ es of Sov iet 
culture.

The act of 
sa >otage could hav e been a re­ 
p risal against the Canadian gov ­ 
ernment by members of the Cas­ 
tro regime in Hav ana. 
Although the story broke Sun­ 
day ev ening, no comment was 
forthcoming from Ottawa as to 
what the Canadian gov ernment in­ 
tends to do about the sabotage. 
The item should be of interest al­ 
so to the United States gov ern­ 
ment, which has been try ing to 
“ quarantine” Cuba and to p er­ 
suade other countries to join in 
what 
amounts to an economic 
blockade of the island. 


OFFICIALLY a distinction has 
been made between the ship ment 
of 
military 
weap ons or equip ­ 
ment and food and non-military 
sup p lies. But if the Cubans are 
sabotaging foreign ship s in the 
harbors of Cuba, many of the 
seamen of the world will not wish 
to risk v oy ages to that country . 
The seam en’s unions in this coun­ 
try hav e refused to handle car­ 
goes of ship s which engage in 
Cuban trade, but the seamen of 
other countries hav e continued to 
man Europ ean ship s bound for 
Cuba. 


By so doing, they hav e left the 
m erchant ship s of the Sov iet Un­ 
ion and the communist-bloc coun­ 
tries free to carry missiles and 
military 
equ ip m ent, while the 
m ilitary 
equip ment, 
while 
the 
ship s of other countries transp ort 
food and non-military items to 
help meet the serious shortages 
which the Castro regime is ex ­ 
p eriencing.
